Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1934,  which 
is  the  fifteenth  one  for  which  1 am  responsible,  and  the  sixty-second  in 
the  series  started  in  1873  by  my  predecessors. 

Vital  Statistics  : The  birth-rate  shows  an  improvement  on 
the  1933  hgure,  and  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a whole.  The  death-rate  low,  and  approximates  the 
average.  Infant  mortality  is  slightly  above  the  rate  for  1933,  but 
compares  very  favourably  with  the  record  for  England  and  Wales. 
The  year  in  Dover  was  not  marked  by  any  exceptional  mortality  at 
any  period. 

The  Incidence  of  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  : The 
prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever  from  1933  extended  into  1934,  and  con- 
tinued until  August.  The  attack-rate  in  Dover  was  4.30  per  thousand 
of  the  population,  as  compared  with  3.76  for  England  and  Wales. 
This  was  the  only  infection  of  importance  during  the  year. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  : Premature  birth,  congenital 
defects  and  enteritis  were  the  principal  causes  of  death  amongst  infants, 
enteritis  assuming  rather  greater  prominence  than  in  the  previous 
year.  Maternal  mortality  was  again  low  in  the  Borough,  as  indicated 
by  the  following  statement  : — 

First  10  years  . . 4.69  per  1,000  live  births 

Second  10  years . . 3.21  do.  do. 

1934  ..  ..  1.51  do.  do. 

The  Sanitary  Services,  under  the  supervision  of  the  three  Sani- 
tary Inspectors,  were  well  maintained. 

Food  Inspection  : This  received  continuous  attention  during 
1934,  and  the  records  afford  evidence  of  the  good  results  of  this  super- 
vision . 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933  : Forty-one  slaughtermen 
were  licensed  locally  under  this  Act,  for  12  months  in  the  hrst  instance, 
as  from  1st  January,  1934;  and,  on  the  26th  June,  1931,  the  Tovn 
Council  passed  a resolution  applying  section  1 of  the  Act  to  sheep, 
ewes,  wethers,  rams  and  lambs,  as  from  1st  August,  1934,  thus  entailing 
the  use  of  a humane  killer  for  these  animals  as  well  as  cattle.  By 
arrangement,  the  humane  killer  is  also  used  for  pigs  in  all  cases  in  the 
Borough. 

Housing  : As  will  be  seen  in  section  “ H ” of  the  report,  763 
houses  were  dealt  with  during  the  year,  and  some  3,496  visits  paid  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  an  average  of  four  visits  per  house.  In  those 
cases  where  full  inspections  and  records  under  the  Housing  Consoli- 
dated Regulations  were  made,  the  average  number  of  visits  per  house 
amounted  to  nine. 


So  much  time  is  now  taken  up  by  this  work  that  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  have  not  so  much  time  as  formerly  to  devote  to  other  sections 
of  their  duties. 

The  year  saw  the  rehousing  of  the  tenants  from  the  hrst  insanitary 
area  dealt  with  by  the  Authority.  Owing  to  unforeseen  obstacles 
which  delayed  the  completion  of  the  houses,  some  16  months  elapsed 
between  the  date  on  which  the  Minister  of  Health  conhrmed  the  Council’s 
Order  and  the  removal  of  the  tenants  to  the  new  houses. 

To  prevent  the  infestation  of  the  new  houses  by  any  contaminated 
furniture  or  bedding,  all  such  furniture  was  submitted  to  fumigation 
by  the  hydrocyanic  acid  process,  and  the  bedding  to  steam  disinfection. 
The  success  of  this  procedure,  and  the  smoothness  with  which  it  was 
operated  by  the  contractors  engaged,  followed  on  the  careful  attention 
given  to  detailed  organization  by  Mr.  Whorwell,  the  Inspector  of 
the  District. 

The  Housing  Bill  at  present  before  Parliament  will  further  increase 
the  powers  of  the  Authority,  and  very  materially  increase  the  duties 
that  will  fall  on  the  staff  of  the  department. 

Port  Sanitary  Work  : The  work  locally  under  the  Port  Sanitary 
Regulations,  1933,  continued  without  difficulty  in  1934. 

^ School  Medical  Service  : The  records  show  good  work  under 
this  heading.  The  survey  of  the  hygienic  conditions  of  the  elemen- 
tary schools  in  the  Borough  was  rather  hampered  by  pressure  of 
other  work  in  the  department  in  1934,  but  good  progress  was  made, 
and  the  review  is  nearing  completion. 

Milk  for  School  Children  ; When  the  Milk  Marketing  Board’s 
scheme  for  the  provision  of  milk  in  schools  became  operative  on  1st 
October,  a voluntary  scheme  which  had  been  in  operation  for  some 
years  was  working  in  most  of  the  departments.  Your  Medical  Officer 
advised  the  Committee  that  either  Grade  A (tubercalin  tested)  milk, 
or  pasteurised  milk,  was  the  standard  that  should  be  required  ; and 
the  Education  Committee  gave  the  trade  three  months  to  consider 
the  problem,  your  Medical  Officer  giving  temporary  approval  of  the 
existing  supplies  to  the  Milk  Marketing  Board. 

During  this  period,  bacteriological  tests  were  carried  out  on  all 
the  sources  of  supply  to  the  schools.  Where  the  bacterial  count, 
or  the  presence  of  bacillus  coli  or  tubercle  bacilli,  showed  departure 
from  the  standards  recommended,  the  retailer,  the  producer  and 
the  Milk  Marketing  Board  were  informed,  and  one  source  of  supply 
was  disapproved. 

General;  I have  again  to  thank  Dr.  Nicholl  for  his  continued 
valuable  help  in  the  Department,  and  Mr.  Hogbin  for  his  organization 
of  the  clerical  section. 

All  the  work  recorded  in  this  report  is  only  possible  by  the  combined 
team  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  the  Health  Visitors,  and  the 
Isolation  Hospital  Stah,  all  of  whom  I thank  for  their  assistance. 

Ladies  and  gentlemen,  your  Medical  Officer  values  your  courteous 
consideration  of  the  many  problems  he  has  had  to  present  to  you  in 
the  course  of  the  year,  and  the  assistance  you  have  given  him  in  his 
work.

Routine  Procedure  : The  Clayton  fumigating  machine, 
with  services  of  ratcatcher,  was  hired  by  the  Military  Authorities 
and  used  by  them  at  the  Western  Heights  under  the  Inspector’s 
supervision  during  “ Rat  Week.”  This  work  is  of  considerable 
value  to  the  town  in  limiting  the  entry  of  rats  from  the  out- 
lying area. 

The  Corporation  laystall  at  Coombe  was  inspected,  but  no 
action  was  found  to  be  necessary,  chiefly  owing  to  the  system 
of  " controlled  tipping  ” in  force. 
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All  complaints  as  to  the  prevalence  of  rats  were  followed  up, 
as  a result  of  which  a number  of  defective  drains  were  discovered 
and  made  good,  and  nesting  places  eliminated.

Four  samples  were  taken  under  the  Regulations.  One  sample 
was  of  “ Humanised  " Milk,  and  was  reported  to  be  of  good 
composition. 

Of  the  other  samples,  in  one  case  a slight  deficiency  in 
“ equivalent  pints  ” of  full  cream  milk  was  observed,  and  in 
another  the  sample  complied  with  the  Regulations  in  all  respects. 

The  remaining  sample  was  of  Barley  Food,  and  was  found  to 
contain  no  lactose,  but  over  70  % of  wheat  or  barley  starch. 
The  Regulations  were  not  applicable  in  this  instance. 

The  percentage  of  milk  fat  in  the  samples  sold  as  dried  milk 
were  26.7  and  27.3  respectively.

5.  Measures  against  Rodents  : 

(1)  Steps  taken  for  detection  of  rodent  plague  : 

(a)  In  Ships  in  the  Port  : Ships  entering  the  port  are 

periodically  inspected  for  the  presence  of  rats,  and 
any  dead  rats  found  under  doubtful  circumstances 
would  be  sent  for  bacteriological  examination.  Very 
few  vessels  from  infected  ports  enter  Dover  Harbour. 
They  simply  call  at  the  port  for  landing  sick  persons, 
and  proceed  on  their  journeys  at  once. 

(b)  On  Quays,  Wharves  and  Warehouses,  etc.,  in 

VICINITY  OF  THE  PoRT : Periodical  inspections  are 
made,  and  when  it  appears  necessary,  any  dead  rats 
that  may  be  found  on  quays  or  in  warehouses,  etc., 
are  sent  for  bacteriological  examination. 

(2)  Measures  taken  to  prevent  the  passage  of  rats  between 

Ships  and  the  Shore  : Rat  guards  are  provided  by  the 
Authority  for  use  when  required. 

(3)  Methods  of  deratisation  of : — 

(a)  (i)  Ships  : Methods  of  poisoning  adopted  by  the 

Southern  Railway  Company  have  proved  successful 
in  keeping  the  cross-Channel  boats  (of  which  the 
traffic  of  the  port  chiefly  consists)  free  from 
rats.  The  short,  cross-Channel  journeys,  and  the 
frequency  with  which  cargoes  are  discharged,  tend 
to  curtail  the  possibility  of  rats  breeding  on  board 
these  boats.  The  routine  half-yearly  inspections 
under  the  Port  Sanitary  Regulations  by  the  Port 
Sanitary  Staff  are  successful  in  correcting  and  check- 
ing harbourage.

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(ii)  Dover  was  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  as  a 
port  for  the  issue  of  Deratisation  and  Deratisation 
Exemption  Certificates,  as  from  the  8th  May,  1930. 
The  Public  Health  (Deratisation  of  Ships)  Regula- 
tions, 1929,  have  been  superseded  by  the  Port  Sani- 
tary Regulations,  1933,  and  the  work  is  now  carried 
out  under  the  latter.  During  1934,  33  vessels  were 
subjected  to  full  rat-searching  inspection,  a Deratisa- 
tion Exemption  Certificate  being  issued  in  each  case. 
Twenty-five  of  these  vessels  were  on  the  cross- 
Channel  services. 

(b)  Premises  in  Vicinity  of  Docks  and  Quays  : The  local 
warehouses  are  used  for  grain  storage,  and  these  are 
rat-proofed,  and  cats  kept  by  the  firms  concerned, 
to  destroy  any  rats  that  may  gain  access.  A 
Clayton  fumigating  machine  is  available  in  the 
department,  and  is  used  at  the  port  when  special 
circumstances  require  its  employment.  The 
Southern  Railway  deal  with  rats  on  their  premises 
at  the  port,  a travelling  party  visiting  at  intervals 
and  using  the  Cyanogas  process  where  necessary. 

The  Eastern  Dockyard  was  visited  at 
intervals  and  found  to  be  almost  clear  of  rats,  there 
being  no  food  to  attract  them  during  the  year. 

(4)  Measures  taken  for  detection  of  rat  prevalence  in  Ships 
and  on  Shore : 

Routine  sanitary  inspection,  as  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  daily 
at  the  port  for  food  inspection  purposes.  All  foreign-going 
vessels  are  at  once  dealt  with  under  Art.  19  of  the  1933 
Regulations.

8.  Parrots  (Prohibition  of  Import)  Regulations,  1930  : During 
1934,  6 notices  of  pro'.iibition  were  issued  by  the  Port  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  In  three  instances  the  birds  were  destroyed 
at  this  port  ; in  two  instances  the  birds  were  re-exported  ; and 
in  one  instance  the  birds  were  detained  for  observation  and 
subsequently  released. 

By  the  continued  co-operation  of  the  Southern  Railway  Com- 
pany, passengers  were,  in  general,  warned  before  embarking  at 
the  French  and  Belgian  ports  with  parrots,  and  in  this  way 
disappointment  to  passengers  on  arrival  at  British  ports  was 
minimised  as  much  as  possible. 

When  it  is  necessary  to  destroy  birds,  this  is  carried  out  in 
the  lethal  chamber  loaned  to  the  Authority  by  the  National 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals. 


9.  Aliens’  Order,  1919-20 : The  arrangements  locally  are 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  Instructions  to  Medical  In- 
spectors issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  cross-Channel  passenger  and  motor-car  carrying  services 
to  the  Admiralty  Pier  and  the  Eastern  Arm  in  Dover  Harbour 
ran  for  seven  months  during  1934.  The  passenger  seaplane 
service  between  Dover  and  Calais  did  not  operate  during  the 
summer  season. 

The  arrangements  for  medical  inspection  of  Aliens  described 
in  previous  reports  were  again  varied  by  the  addition  of  a part- 
time  Medical  Inspector  and  a part-time  nurse  to  assist  in  the 
work.

4.  Medical  Inspection 

(a)  Routine  Inspection  at  Schools  : The  schools  were 
visited  for  routine  and  special  examinations  by  Dr.  Nicholl  on 
51  occasions,  and  by  Dr.  Gubbins  on  33  days.
